into it, without* any reservations that 
would weaken the covenant.

business, labor and civic organizations 
having an aggregate membership of 
many millions petitioned the senate 
to ratify. 
Having gone into the war 
with the avowed purpose of fighting 
to end war, it was held despicable that 
there should be any attempt to evade 
responsibilities at the end of the strug­ 
gle. 
Pride was shown in the moral 
leadership of this country in the war. 
There was rejoicing in what had been 
done by our Greatheart soldiers and 
sailors and the statesmanship of Wil­ 
son to establish the peace principles 
for which the churches—for which all 
the moral forces— had been preaching 
or praying. 
Here was a moral appeal to the po­ 
litical parties. 
The republican national convention 
answered by repudiating the League 
of Nations that had received practical­

CROWDED COLLEGES. 


According to the New York Even­ 
ing Post, figures just made public for 
thirty universities show an increase of 
47 per cent in the total 
enrollment 
from 1914 to 1919. 
At many univer­ 
sities the attendance last year was 
more than double that of 1914. 
Co­ 
lumbia University, the University of 
California and New York University 
had more than 12,000 students each 
last year. 
Not in the whole history of educa­ 
tion has there ever been such a rush 
to the colleges as that which has taken 
place since the close of the great war. 
Every school in this state has enlarged 
its facilities in the past year yet with­ 
out exception they are all crowded to 
to capacity with students when their 
capacity with students.

The proposed amendment relating to 
the Supreme Court provides for in­ 
creasing the number of Judges of that 
court from seven to nine; the two ad­ 
ditional judges to be appointed by the 
Governor upon the adoption of the 
amendment, their successors, however, 
,i»to he elected at the general election 
in 1922. 
Tile proposed amendment 
provides that after the first Monday 
iii January, 3921, the court shall be 
divided into three divisions, consisting 
of three judges each, instead of two 
divisions as the cuurt is now consti­ 
tuted. 
The Supreme Court now has six com­ 
missioners in addition to its seven 
judges, and with this aid lins been 
enabled to make considerable headway 
In catching up with its docket. 
The 
working efficiency of the court* how­ 
ever, will be greatly increased by the 
proposed addition of two judges, en 
abling the court to divide into three 
divisions instead of two. 
The proposed amendment relating 
to the St. Louis Court of Appeals pro­ 
vides for increasing the number of 
judges of that court from three to six ; 
the additional judges to be appointed 
by the Governor upon the adoption of 
the amendment, aud their successors 
to be elected at the general election of 
1922. 
And the proposed gftnendment 
provides tjiat after January I, 1921,

the court shall be divided iuto two 
divisions of three judges each. 
Up until twelve years ago the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals was able to 
practically keep up with its docket. 
Since that time, however, by reasou of 
the gradual increase in the number of 
appeals taken to that court, it has 
been gradually falling behind until 
at the present time it has on hand 
nearly one thousand cases undisposed 
of. An examination of the records dis­ 
closes that the number of appeals tak­ 
en is on tile increase, as illustrated 
by the fact that eighty-five more ap­ 
peals reached that court during tile 
year ending October I, 1920, than in 
the previous corresponding year. 
The St. Louis Court of Appeals lins 
had three commissioners to aid it in 
its work for the past year, but the 
working efficiency of two divisions in 
the disposition of cases, as provided 
for by the proposed amendment, will 
be much greater than that of the court 
as now constituted, with its commis­ 
sioners, and at no greater expense 
to the state. 
Commissioners, at besd, are but a 
temporary expedient. They do good 
work and are helpful to the court 
But commissioners are not judges. 
They cannot by themselves decide. 
They 
me re IJT prepare and 
propose 
opinions which the judges must con­ 
sider and adopt or reject. The judges 
sit and hear cases with the commis­ 
sioners. This would not bo necessary 
if these commissioners were them­ 
selves judges, organized in a separate 
division of the court. The opinions of 
the commissioners must in each in­ 
stance be reviewed by each of the 
Judge*. The plan of having commis­ 
sioner* thus involves much loss of 
time and duplication of work which 
would be avoided if these amendments 
are adopted. 
The 
amendment 
relating 
to the 
Supreme Court will appear on the 
official ballot as number IO, while 
that relating to the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals will appear as number 12. 
The voters of this state should, there­ 
fore, realize the urgent necessity for 
these proposed amendments and vote 
YES and scratch NO.

Chicago, Oct. 26.—Total value of 
native gems mined in the United 
States in 1919 was $123,046. accord­ 
ing to a eompiliation just complet­ 
ed by the U. S. Geological Survey.

years. 
In 
1917, the output was $131,012; in 
1916, $217,793; in 1915, $170,431; in 
1914, $124,651; and in 1913, $319,- 
454. 
Sapphires made up one-third of 


j last year’s total, their value being 
I $40,304. 
Turquoise was next with 
a value in the rough of $30,507. This 
is the largest amount of turquoise 
*jver mined in the 
United 
States. 
The value of tourmaline, whose 
fashion as a gem is of recent origin 
was $18,642 while gems produced 
from quartz amounted to $19,078. 
Beryl mined during the year was 
valued at $1,831 and other miscel­ 
laneous gems at $7,047. 
On the other hand, the gems im­ 
ported into this country during the 
year were valued at $113,000,000. In 
this total, cut diamonds represent­

$60,085,100;
